KNAPP'S 
CAREER

CRIME 


His Last Hours Were Spent With a 


Minister and li Playing An Ac- 


cordian. 


Columbus, Aug. 19.—Alter spending 


the evening in communion with his 
.spiritual adviser, Rev. I). A. Clark, 
and in playing the accordian, Alfred 
Knapp, the wife murderer, 
self-con- 


fessed, was electrocuted shortly after 
n idnight this morning'. Only one 
shock was required. He was placed 
in the chair at 12:03 and KIX minutes 
later was . pronuonced (lead. 
"When 


the Warden asked him if he tad any- 
thing to say Knapp replied: "Noth- 
ing." 


Before he went to the death chair, 


Knapp confessed his guilt of a crime 
hUherto not charged against him. He 
tol.d Captain Sims of the night watch 
at the annex, that he desired to ':lear 
another man's name of a crime of 
which fie had been wit-tisfully 
ac- 


cused. The man is Joe Roth of Ham- 
ilion. Sometime ago Roth was ar- 
rested, tried and" acquitted of 
the 


charge o£_ assaulting two little girls 
at Hamilton. The children were Hal- 
lie and Sallie Motzer. Knapp told 
Captain Sirafe that he had committed 
the crime, and that he wanted Roth's 
name completely cleared of the affair. 
lie made no other confession. Knapp's 
remains will be buried in Mt. Calvary 
cemetery, this city. 


Alfred A. Knapp was electrocuted 


for the murder of his third wife, Han~ 
n ah Goddard Knapp. On December 21, 


1902, 
the woman was last seen alive 


at her home in Hamilton, Ohio. Later 
it developed that Knapp had strangled 
her 
on the night of December 22, 


placed her tody in a box, carted it 
to the Miami river and thiew it in. 
The next day after Mrs. Knapp dis- 
appeared Rtapp spent several days in 
Cincinnati, visiting his sister, Mrs. 
fed King, and announced that he was 
looking for his wife, wlfo had disap- 
peared. He then returned to Hamil- 
ton, and later left for Indianapolis 
where on January 2, 1903, 
be 
met 


Anna May Gamble, and married her 
on the .4th of the following Febru- 
ary. On February 22, 1903, at Hamil- 
ton, Ed King of Cincinati, Knapp's 
l.-rother-in-law began an investigation 
of the disappearance of Hannah God- 
card Knapp. 
Suspicion was directed 


to Knapp, and on February 25 he was 
arrested in Indianapolis on the charge 
of murdering his wife. 
He was re- 


tnrned to Hamilton and made a full 
confession, 
saying 
that 
he had 


strangled his wife, while she was 
asleep, and then threw the body in 
the river. On the next day, in the 
Hamilton jail he made another confes- 
sion, stating that he had murdered 
five 
women, 
including tis 
second

Lieutenant General Stoessel is al- 


]ps-er) to have receivpcl the terms with 
a burst of profanity, his habitual tac- 
iturnity deserting him. He strode the 
floor until he became calmer and then 
remarked that, if the Japanese proposi- 
tion was a joke it was in bad taste. 


General Stoessel's treatment of the 


Japanese major was courteous, but his 
reply was prompt and characteristic. 
The Japanese major then asked for 
a three days' truce in which to bury 
the dead. This was refused. The bat- 
tle was renewed at 10 o'clock on the 
morning of the 17th. and as the junk 
left it was being waged furiously on 
all sides. The Russian refugees ex- 
pressed confidence that the fortress 
will hold out. They state that rein- 
forcements from General Kuropatkin 
are expected within a fortnight. 


A frightful incident of the recent 


fighting, the refugees state, occurred 
in the storming of forts three and four 
on the right wing when land mines 
were exploded. It is alleged that two

squadrons of cavalry and one artillery 
company were destroyed. 


Admiral Jessen Reports. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 19.—Emperor 


Nicholas has received a dispatch from 
Viceroy Alexieff. dated at Vladivostok 
Aug. 17, saying that the cruisers Ros- 
sia and Gromoboi of the Vladivostok 
squadron returned to Vladivostok Aug. 
16, and communicating the report 
made by Rear Admiral Jessen, com- 
mander of the squadron. The Cruiser 
Rurik was lost in the engagement 
with Admiral Kamimura's fleet on 
Aug. 14, and the warships Gromoboi 
and Rossia badly battered, the former 
sustaining 11 breaches in her side. 
Both cruisers had 135 men killed and 
307 wounded. 


No Ultimatum Received. 


Peking, 
Aug. 
19.—The 
Chinese 


authorities here steadfastly refuse to 
talk concerning the situation. The 
rumor that Japan has sent an ulti- 
matum to China regarding the Rus- 
sian ships 
at Shanghai is strenu- 


ously denied at the Japanese legation 
here, where it is said this matter will 
be settled amicably, so far as China 
and Japan are concerned, although no 
conclusion has yet been reached. The 
members of the foreign board are con- 
ferring constantly with tbe ministers 
here of Russia, Japan, France and 
Germany. 


Author'! Admirers Flan to Erect Me- 


morial at Bon-doln College. 


A movement has been set on foot for 


the erection at Bowdoin college of a 
statue in memory of Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, a statue, curiously enough, that 
will be the first memorial of its kind 
yet raised in honor of one of tbe great- 
est names in American literature, says 
a Boston special dispatch to the Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger. 


The choice of Hawthorne's college as 


the site of this proposed statue is con- 
sidered peculiarly appropriate. His 
four years at college were undoubtedly 
in many respects the happiest of his 
life, certainly less troubled by care and 
perplexity than his years in Salem or 
even in ^on^or^. 


Hawthorne graduated from Bowdoin 


in 1825 at the age of twenty-one. In 
the same class were several other 
young men who later attained national 
prominence, the most important being 
Henry Wadswbrth Longfellow. In the 
class "above him was Franklin Pierce, 
later president oC the United States. 


Tbe proposed statue is to represent 


the author not as an old man resting 
on his laurels, but as a young man 
just leaving college and with all the 
world before him. 
Naturally this 


means an ideal figure rather than a 
portrait statue. 


The cost of the statue exclusive of 


the pedestal has been estimated at 
$15,000, of which sura several thou- 
sand have been subscribed. The site 
chosen is just in front of the college 
library.

AGED EGGS 


How They Are Told From Fresh Ones 


— Science Can Tell Almost 


Exact Ag». 


Washington, Aug. 19—At last sci- 


ence has penetrated a my^tei-y that 
has been pimling man for ages. The. 
egg can no longer pose as a sister 
problem with Ann. By a simple pro- 
cess one car immediately determine 
how old it is and can hurl it back at. 
the haughty waiter who brought it 
to the table. 


"The method is based upon the fact 


that 'tb.3 air chamber in the flat end 
oi the egg increases with age," writes 
Consul General Guenther from Frank- 
fort to the &(ate department. "If the 
egg is placed in a saturated solution 
of common salt, it will show an in- 
creasing inclination to float with the 
iong axis veitical. The age of an egg 
can thus be determined almost to a 
day. A fresh egg lies in a horizontal 
position at the bottom of the vessel; 
an egg from three to five days old 
shows an elevation of the flat end, so 
that its long axis forms an angle of 
2C degrees. 
With an egg eight days 


old, the angle increases to ^5 degrees; 
with an egg fourteen days old, to 60 
degrees, and with one three weeks old, 
to 75 degrees while an egg a month, 
old floats vertically upon the p.oint- 
ed enc!."'
